WOUNDED, DYING, | 
GERMAN AIRMEN | 
BOMB THEM ALL 


BY FREDERICK A. SMITH. 

(Special Cable to Chicago Tribune.) 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMIES 
IN FRANCE, Aug. 19.—[Delayed.]— 
German airmen along the Vesle are 
showing utter contempt for the tradi- 
tional rule that noncombatants are im- 
mune from attack. Their methods 
there show that the sinking of hos- 
pital ships at sea is not due to error. 
Deliberately selecting ambulances re- 
turning from the front yesterday, the 
German artillery was sniping at them 
with three and six inch guns. 

The sector is quiet and there is no 
chance to claim that the acts have 
been committed in stress of battle. 

A Boche airplaned over an Amer- 
ican medic standing directly under a 
Red Cross emblem at a dressing sta- 
tion. As he passed he hurled a gre- 
nade, wrecking a section of the wall, 
but missing the surgeon. Two shells 
hurtled into a field hospital yard with- 
in a half hour in the afternoon. Boche 
airmen are showing increased vindic- 


| tiveness since their reverses frequently 


swooping down upon groups of Amer- 
icans on the road, driving them to 
cover often with hand grenades. Maj. 
Tom Hammond of the artillery, for- 
mer Michigan football star, accompa- 
nied by William W. Bodine, was recon- 
noitering when attacked and chased 
into a hedge.

For the first sixteen months we were 
in the war we placed no airplanes on 
the front, and it was impossible for our 
allies to supply our large needs in a 
comprehensive way because of their 
own requirements. We have had 
squadrons’ at work for months with 
French machines, but we could have 
had ten times as many in the air had 
the machines been here.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 21,—I[Spe- 
elal.I— Plans for organization of a stu- 
dent army training corps in the edu- 
cational insttiutions of the country to 
train men as officers and technical ex- 
perts in the army were approved to- 
day by Gen. March, chief of staff, by 
order of the secretary of war. 

The plans, it is announced, as al- 
tered to conform to the program of 
the war department for lowering the 
draft age, will utilize the plant, equip- 
ment, and organization of the colleges 
to maintain a reservoir of officer mate- 
rial for training. | 

“The length of time during which 
men will be trained in the colleges,” 
says a war department statement, 
“will depend upon the needs of the 
service. As fast as one group is drawn 
into the service its place will be taken 
by a new quota obtained by voluntary 
induction or through the draft. In 
this way the educational facilities of 
the country will be used to maintain 
a constant supply of men trained to 
meet the needs of the army.

Sugar Beet Sirup. 8 3 

‘The United States department of 
‘agriculture has sent out quite a won; 
dertul bunch of recipes on “Sugar Sav- 
ing Canning.” As one sees the sugar 


beet fields even within our city Umita, 


and the rows of sugar beets in our 
‘war gardens, the following recipe for | 


‘sugar beet sirup, from this collection, 
seems worth immediate and wide- 


spread attention, for-these beets should 


be conserved to the last crown. 
The words in the following recipe 


that need to be emphasized, and fairly 
shouted at every one who undertakes 


this work are “skim continuously.” 
This is the universa] advice, given by 
every one who knows anything about 
making this sirup. Every bit of solid 
or beet fiber that is removed takes 
away beet flavor and gives a better 
keeping product. I do not know how 
many other improvements it makes, 
because I have made beet * sirup 
but once. 


Here is the department of eur 
ture recipe: 

“Wash the sugar 60005 thoroughly 
with a scrubbing brush. Cut off the 
tops at the lowest leaf scar. Pare and 
cut in thin slices. Pour boiling water 
over the beets to cover; allow to stand 
in a closed container one hour. Strain 


off the juicé through cheese cloth to 


separate it from the pulp. Put the 


strained juice in a Kettle; boil to a 


sirupy consistency; skim continuously. 
Remove; pour immediately into hot, 
| sterilized containers. Process ten min- 
utes in boiling water. Remove from 
canner; seal completely. Cool, label, 
store. Beet sirup is good for all pur- 
| poses for which other sirups or molas- 
ses are used.” 

Last year was the first season that 
there was any general attempt to make 
domestic use of the sugar beet. It 
was encouraged by THE -TrIBUND’s 
garden editor, who will tell you to 
“skim continuously” if you talk to him 
on the subject. 
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bs It is rather trying to get used to the 


color of this sirup. There are ways of 
bleaching it. The keeping qualities of 
sirup not well made are certainly poor, 
but people who grew sugar beets in 
their gardens last year kept them for 
cold weather use in pits or cellars. In 
this way sirup could be made and used 
right up in baking, on griddle cakes, 
etc. Of course this sirup can be fla- 
vored in various ways. 

There are evidently a number of 
different ways of making it at home, 
and only time will tell which is best. 


Some people soak the cut up beets in 


cold water instead of boiling, and bring 
the water slowly to a boil. There seems 
to be reason in this.

PHONE HEAD 
PROPOSES NEW 
CHARGE SCALE 


Abolition of all flat rate telephone 
service for the duration of the war and 
the substitution of universal measured 
service was urged yesterday by B. E. 
Sunny, president of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company. : 
| Mr. Sunny appeared before a sub- 


committee of the city council gas, oil, 
and electric light committee, which 
has the matter of telephone rates in 
hand. ES 

Under the measured service plan, 
Mr. Sunny said, there would be about 
81,000,000 calls per year eliminated. He 
declared the war had made serious 
inroads on the company’s employés, 
and there are 400 less operators than 
traffic required to handle. 

It was shown by Mr. Sunny’s figures 
that with the elimination of the flat 
service plan the company would have 
an increased revenue and would be 
able. to meet increased Sar ies war 
conditions caused. 

“We figure on about 221,000,000 
calls a year from the flat rate phones,” 
said Mr. Sunny. “Elimination of 81, 
000,000 valueless calls is equivalent to 
the services of 400 operators, and 
would go a long way toward restoring 
the service conditions to normal,” 

The subcommittee directed the de- 
partments of finance and public service 
to make an investigation of Mr. Sun- 
ny's plan.
